The coustry between White River and St. Frenk’s 
is patrolled by gnorrille bands, numbering from G00 
to 700 men, under Col, Dobbins, These guerrilla 
bands are extremely enterprising and extend their 
operations to a point almost within sight of Hel- 
cus.

Phe following ucconut of the cavalry battle at 
Rappahannock Station yeaterday is mado up from 
your correspondents’ [otters and from tho statements 
of wonnded officers who havo arrived bere: 
‘The Union force was composed of the lat Cavalry 
Brigade, under Col, B, F. Davis; a Regular Cavat- 
ry Brigade, under Gen. Buford; and the Second 
Cavalry Brigade, under Col. Devouz; also an in- 
fantry force of about 2,000 from the let and 2d Army 
Corps, avd two batterica of artillery. 
Tho fight is characterized by those who parti- 
cipated in it ua ono of tho bloodiest cavalry ongage- 
ments during the war. 
Our forces bivoaucked at Beverly Ford, on tho 
Rappahunaock, at 12 o'clock Monday night. The 
oxpedition ees out at 3 o'clock next morving, and at 
4 o'clock they crossed the ford. After marching two 
wilea our force came ap beforo a eomi-circalar belt 
of woods between Culpepper Court-Honse aud 
Beverly Ford. Here the Rebels were massed with 
25 pieces of artillery und 12,000 cavalry,. all ready 
for afraid, as was aecortained from documcnte which 
fell into the bunds of Gen. Pleasanton, aud would

DUE FIRST ENGLISH HEETING IV 
FAVOR OF THE SOUTH. 

Although the upper class of English society, 
togather with a majority of the Parliament 
and a majority of the political press, have been 
from the beginning of the war anything but 
frievdly to our cause, yet thua far no great 
popular demonstration in favor of the South 
had taken place. Hundreds of meatinge, es- 
pecially of wor n,. have-.been, beld, to 
aqanan "Piitoyof the Pederal Gaynormank 
eS CIEE Federal _Goyewnmaat- 
gland hos had ite meoting of this Isind, and 
come of them, according t the unanimou 
timony of the English prpes, have been among 
the lorgest gathorings that England has secu 
for many yeara. The sympathizers with the 
rebollion, however numerous they may be, 
seemed to lack the necessary enthusizsm to 
get up any recpectable meeting. 

‘At length we hear of the first grent mecting 
in favor of recognizing the Rebel confederucy. 
It was held at Sheffield, attended, according to 
the estimate of The London Times, by about 10,000 
persons, aud was addressed by Mr. Roebuvk, 
Member of Parliament for Sheffield, and well 
known as the most violent chawpion of the 
Rebel cause’ in the House of Commona. Al- 
though the Anti-Slavery party was strongly 
ropresentod, and frequently interrupted Mr. 
Roebuck, a majority of the meeting indoreed 
his views avd passed reeolutions in favor of a 
speedy recognition of the independence of the 
South. : 

‘Phere were no new argumente in the speech 
of Mr. Roebuck, The stale remark thot 
President Lincoln is not 8 good Anti-Slavery 
man, because he declared freedom for the 
slaves in the seceded States only, can leave but 
little doubt as to the want of honesty of the 
speaker. It bas been go often explained in 
the English meetings thot the President hae 
not the power over Slavery in the. non-seceded 
States that the war gives him in those ia rée- 
bellion, it ie not to be supposed that Bir. Roo- 
buck is in ignorance upon the aubject. 

Another proof of the dishonesty of the 
speaker is his persistence in ebargiug the North 
with the Pro-Slavery sentiments of the Dem- 
ocratie party. He uses sgsinst the North as 
far oa it ia in favor of prosecuting the war for 
restoration of the Union, the arguments that 
ore resorted to by the poace party nmong us; 
and yet he does not hesitate to charge the war | 
party with the sentiments which belong exclu- 
sively to the Pro-Slavery Democracy and 
especially to the Copperheads. Can this be 
ignorance? 

As to tho rest, It is noteworthy, that Roe- 
buck, like sll the English champions of the 
Rebels, finds it necessary to assert that he 
hates Slavery. He only denies that the crush- 
Ling of the Rebellion will be of any avail to 
the slave. Nothing could prove more conclu- 
sively the unanimity of English, aud we may 
soy of European sentiments on this point. The 
more, in the progress of the war, we can do 
for ameliorating the condition of the negroes, 
and for securing their freedom, the more we 
shy wrest the weapons from the hands of the 
champions of the Rebels, and the larger will 
be the number of Englishmen aud Europoana 
whom we add to the number of our friends 
and supportors, 

Many of the working people who were pree- 
ent at the Sheffield meeting showed in a 
marked way their dissent from Boebuck’a 
views. They not only interrupted him fre- 
quently, but they aesured him that an exeou- 
tion of hia policy would lead to a civil war in 
England.

Bach in a brief resumd of the condition of affairs on 
Tuorday evening, No fortificstiona had been taken, 
althongh {n ope quarter, at least, a desperate attempt 
hed beon made with great loss of life. 

Daring Wednesday and Thoredny, steady eadvan- 
een were made. It was one continanl skirmieh bo- 
tween sbarpehooters, and # constant cannonsde, 

‘Tho Rebol artillery hardly replied ut all, and then 
only at rare intervals. Our sharpshooters wore in 
many casca within a hundred yardo of the fortifica- 
tions, and kept up sucha Gre aa to compel the can- 
noneers for thé time to abandon their guns, The 
nilence of the enemy, I think, ia partly to be at 
tributed to a scarcity of ammanition. On Thursday 
aiternoon Gon. Grant issued an order to all tho dl- 
Visions of the army that a simultancons assault 
sbonld be made in columosof platoons at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. Daring tho night of the 20th, Col. 
Mather, Chief of Ordnance in Gon, McClernand’s 
corps, and Lient. Haines of the Engineer Depart- 
ment, had got 10 gano in position at an average dis 
tance of 700 yards from the enemy's works. Similar 
edyanecs bad been mado in McPherson's column. 
Tat Genoral bad obtained possession of 9 bill of 
grout importance from:ite bight and ita proximity to 
the Rebel works. 

THE ASSAULT. 

By day-break Fridoy morning a foriona eannonade 
comimonced along the entire line, Until 10 o'clock the 
heavy discbarge of cannon tn the direction of the 
river, sud the bursting of shells over the city an- 
nounced that the gunboats were also opgaged, 
Daring this bombardment the 30-ponndera of the 
Jet Iufantry, under the direction of Lieat Robinet 
of Corinthian celebrity, did splondid execution, 
blowing up four or five caissons in the Rebol works. 

And now, reader, come with me, and you eball 
witvess one of the sighte rarely een, and the story of 
which will thrill the hearts of posterity with mingled 
wonder, admiration, and sorrow forever afterward. 

Imegino yourself on the crest of a sbarp bill, 
crowned with fresh earthworks, Four buge Parrott 
gnuo etend on the summit, Creep up to the top und 
peep over—cautionsly, for Minios are slipping 
through the air with that bnif-audible, deadly eound 
which tho eoldier Inowe 60 well. Just in front, and 
epparently not 8 stone's throw off, although in fact 
distant 700,yards, jo the bare reddith outlive of the 
fort we aro to etorm. How steop!—bow ominonsly 
silent und desolate it locke! One would fancy that 
nothing of verdare or life could abide there. Be- 
tveen itand usin a valley, or ravino,. that makea 
the approneh to the opposite works almost precip- 
itona, Atcither extremity of the bastion isa long, 
Jow line of riflo-pits, connecting with similar works 
to tho right and left, os far us the eye can reach, 
ming an unbroken neck}eco of rifle-pita and forti- 
fications, 

To the south of the fort, immediately in front, the 
pilo meke a bend this way, go aa to sweep with 
an enfilading fire a storming party. When you lock 
t yonder steep bill, at that cordon of breastworks, 
contrived with consummate ingenuity and labor, the 
heart sinks witbin you, To the left, with its blood- 
od bars visible above tho rifle-pite, now flap- 
ping defiantly in the breeze, now droopiog to the 
Qugetaff and almost lost from view, ia the ensign of 
treuson, Beyond tho wesfarn hills, pointing peace- 
faliy, heavenward, in strnge contrast with these 
ke preparations, ara the apires of Vickeburg. 
All along the lines, nbove and below, itis an otill ao 
the loll before the tempest, 

At length, tired of waiting, wo seck the friendly 
padows of Gen, Carr's tont jnet below, und await 
tho progross of eyente. But, bark! A faint cheor 
mu tho air. Thoy are churging! Lawler'e 
brigade is edvancing! There ia @ general rush to 
tho suinmit of the bill regerdlees of sbarpsliootera 
selle, There they go with tiled muokete, 
half crouching, with swift but steady trond etream- 
ing toward the fo For a moment not a’shot is 
fired, They are screencd from the raking shota of 
the onemy by the aide of the ravine, But just os 
they emerge into the open spree before the fort, the 
rifle-pita ond bastion to the left, the works in front, 
and the ebarpehootera from the right all open upon 
them with 9 dendly storm of bullets. Lately eo 
deserted, the redoubts are all alive with heads and 
muskets and jets of emoke, Tbe,air is crazy with

For a moment the edyancing colamn staggers un- 
dor this terrible ordeal.

STEELES'S DIVISION,

by’ bluffs and ravines, made his progress necessarily 
slow. Inmany places the roads were so steep ue to 
bo imparsable to artillery or louded wagous. 

Fortanately, however, the ouemy found bls lines 
too much extended to the north, and fell buck for a 
distance of nearly three-quartera of # milo, giving 
up defenses which could only have been carried 
with a torrible loss of life. ‘I'he assanlt in that di- 
vision did not take place until about 2 o'elock in the 
afternoon of Friday. Tho dsy antil that hour was 
employed jn massing and concentrating the forces. 
Gon. Manter’s brigade was hold in reserve. Gen, 
Thayer's brigade attempted to storin the works, tho 
9th and 4th Iowa in front, the 90th and 3th fol- 
lowing. The Sth lost very heavily; report says 64 
Killed and 125 wounded, The loss is probably over- 
estimated. That of tho 30th is said to be near 100 
inell Col Abbott of the 30th was killed; also 
Major Geo. Thayer behaved with bis one! 
gellavtry, and in the course of the action received a 
shot on the aheath of his sword which might other- 
wise have caused a dangerous wound. 

Col. Wood's Brigade was also engaged. His old 
rogiment, the 76th Ohio, was left bebind in charge 
of prisoners. The 12h Missouri lost very heavily; 
4 commissioned officors killed, 7 wounded; 23 pri- 
vutes killed, 79 wounded, The Adjutant of the 4th 
Iowa bronght off the regimontal colors. Gen. 
Steele himself was barely grazed on the ankle with 
a fragment of shell co os to be stunned for the timo, 
bot wasnot seriously burt.

Trogden, a soldier of 
the Sth Afiscouri, deserves all praise for hin gallantry 
on tut day, He took posteceion of the colora of one 
of Ewing's regiments, and bold thom from 10 in the 
morning till 8 in the evening. This is no reflection 
onthe regiment, ss I auderstund that the color- 
bearer was ehot down early in the actiod. Licat, 
Boies of tho 13th Infuutry, who was attached to the 
staff of Gen. Blair, was hit by a opent cannon ball 
Whioh broke his log. 
BI'PHERSON'S CORPS 
cconpied the center of our lines. One division of 
bis column, tbat of Gen, McArthnr, bad possossion 
of Warrenton, and although a portion of it marched 
ap with McClernand’s army on tho evening of the 
224, it arrived much fatigued with foreed marching, 
aud too late totake part in the casault, McPherson 
bad with him tho divisions of Logan and Q unby. 
Of the former, tho brigade of Jobo Stevenson, for- 
merly Colonel of the 17th Illinois, were the princi- 
pal sufferere. Tho 17th, and Blot Illinois pushed 
forward to within forty yards of the breastworke. 
Tho Blot Jost nive out of thirty commissioned officsrs, 
among others, Col, Dawlina and the Adjutant, The 
Major ia reported aa ssvercly wounded. Of Quin- 
by's division, Holmes's brigade were not engaged. 
Those of Boomer and Sunborn cobperated in tho 
afternoon with Benton and Burbridge of 
M'CLERNAND’S CORPS. 

Of the three grand divisions of the army this is the 
largess, and best supplied with ammunition, and oo 
copied tho left, A.J. Smith oconpied the extreme 
right, Carr the center, Osterbaua the left of the 
corps.

Col. Sanborn's 
Brignde of three regimonte, also from Quimby's Di- 
vision, ware thrown into disorder by one of those 
mistakes which are go liable to o¢sur in the confusion 
of the batie-field, Word wos sent to tho 18th In- 
disnn ani 83d Obio that they would bo relieved, the 
meaving of which was that Quimby's Division was 
coming to re-onforee them.

Vor eoyeral cenlarios, the acquisitions of territory 
to the Polish crown wore considerable, nud exbibst 
A striking contrast to the present debased and man- 
gled condition of tho conntry. Galicia (now Aus- 
trian Poland) was wroeted from Knsviu in the four 
teenth century, during the reign of Casimiz the 
Great, who conferred ctill grostor rervices on bie 
people, by curbing the tyranny of the nobles over 
the penswnts., Lithonnia was vnited with Poland 
toward the close of the samo centary, in consequence 
of the reigning queen, Hedvigo, marrying the 
grandJuke of the emaller state—a pagan prince, 
Who thereupon became Christianized, In the middlo 
Of the fifteenth century Poland was angineated by 
come of the eastern provinces of Prem, Tu 1510 
the reigning prince of Moldavia aud Wullashia wae 
compelled to acknowledge binecif a vareal of the 
powerful eovereigne Who raled at Cracow; and less 
than fifty yeers later Livonia voluntarily placed it- 
tolf under Polish rule, to avert the danger of eub- 
jection by Ru‘sia, to which empire the province now 
bolonys, wor having for a brief period been incor 
porsied with Sweden, The history of the grester 
part of the seventeenth contary ina record of per 
potucl contests with Ruevia, during which the Polee 
twice penctrated to Moscow, and which, early in 
tho coutury, led toe cession of Mascovite territory 
to Poland. One disaetrous incident of the period, 
Lowever, must not be forgotten—the temporary con- 
quest of Poland by Charles Gustavos of Sweden. 
Tr was not loug before the Syrodes were expelled; 
pat the repatstion of the country wuffered, autil re- 
stored shortly efterward by the famous John So- 
bicski. 

‘That traly noble man wae the'saurst of Polish 
glory. He ‘was bora in Galicia in 162, and wes 
Farially-educuted in Erance, where be served a8 
Whe of the Blusketeers of Lonis the XIVth, An 
Giurming insurrection of Cossacks, joined by Polish 
terfo, called bim in beste from Constantinople, avd 
joining the national army, bo fought with great dis- 
Yincticn. Poland was. at that time orauiled by the 
Cossacks, the Tartare, the Swedes, and the Russlave, 
The king, Jobn Casimir, was weak and incompo- 
tent, aud Sobievki soon Became the bope of the na 
tion, He rose to the head of the army; defeated 
the Cossacks and Tartara; and drove out the Turks, 
who, led by the Sultan, Bichammed the IVth, in 
Perron, bad invaded tbo country. The throne be- 
pomibg vaount, Sobieski was elected by ecclamation 
as ite next oconpant. A fresh Turkiab ivesion 
speedily called hita into tho field. He ronted ono 
army, dod Was coon afterward compelled to encoun 
terauother, led by the Pasba of Damascus, who 
was called’ by bis followers “the Devil,” being 
Jevmed by them invincible, ‘The Polish warrior, at 
tho beud of only ten thousand men—s mere bandfal 
in cowparison with the legions of the euemy—ln- 
tronchvd bimeelf between two villages on the banks 
of the Dmester, and for tyventy duys withetood a 
farious eannonade by the Movleme. On the 1dth of 
October, 1676, be suddenly eallied forth, and, draw- 
ing ap 1n order of battle, strack a punic terror into 
the ‘Lurks, who conceived that Sobiesks could bo 
nothing short of a wizard to dety such odds, nod 
Whore commander accordingly offered him honorable 
terme of peace, Which were accepted. 

During the few years of trunqoillity which fol- 
Jowed tilts exploit, Sobleeki endeavored to introduce 
reforme into the Polish Conatitution; but he wan 
elways defeated by the selfish prejudices of the no- 
bles. It was not long, bowever, before the Euro- 
penn encronebments of the Turku cgain sommoned 
the king to tbe aciive pursuits of war, and gave 
him the opportunity for the greatest of his military 
achievement. ‘This time it wus vot Poland, but the 
‘Avstrinn capital, thet was threatened by the Mos- 
fem, Vienna was closely beleapuered by the Grand 
Virser, Kara Mostapba; and all Europe wwaited tho 
tecue of the siege with breathless cnxioty, Hup- 
gary bad heen slready overrun, though the country 
bf the Mogyars wan generally regarded ne the eaat- 
erm bulwark of Christianity agninat the tide of Mus- 
sulmau power. Hed Vienne fullen, it is impossitile 
to eay were tho tide would have ‘stopped; aod the 
crisio was looked upon with the utmost gravity and 
fluri. At the head of sixteen thoueand Poles, So 
Dieski advanced to tbe relief of Vieuna; being 
joined by several German coutiugents, he found him- 
gelf on the llth of Beptember, 1033, in command of 
en army of eeventy thousuad wen, From the moun- 
tain ridge of Kalemberg, which dowinates Vienna, 
he saw the plain below covered with the Ottoman 
hosts. 

‘On the following day, the Turks were driven into 
their intrenchinenta; but bere Sobieski paneed, cou 
ceiving the position to be too strong for atteck. A 
trifling incident, however, Lad the effect of suddenly 
provoking bim Into a ehavge of purpoce which bad 
tho bappicst results, In the early evening, bo 
cangbt eight of the Grand Vizier sealed at the en- 
trance of bis vent, stpping coffes. ‘The cool indifters 
euco of this proceedivg irrituted the Polish king to 
such a degree that he guve orders for an immedinte 
nesault; the Christians dashed hike a thunderbolt 
into the Mosiom ranks; and the Turks, after a brief 
resistance, Bed, leaviog their enemies in porezsion 
ofthe groand, the whole camp, tbe urtillery, and 
the baggage. 

‘Pho Intter end of the seventeenth and commence- 
mevt of tho eighteenth conturies mark a period of 
history memorable for the production of military 
geniua; but, even when placed eido by cide with tho 
fiinatrioos vames of ‘Torenne, Charles tho Twvelith 
of Sweden, Poter the Great of Russia, Marlborough, 
Prince Bagdne, end Villars, the faino of Sobieski 
stunds out brilliuntly. It would buve been well for 
bis country if he had been equally successful in do 
weatic leyislation, But he Was perpetually thwart- 
ed in bia projects of reform; and hie euw tue conse: 
quences of bis failure with the provision of o 
prophet. At the closo of the Dict of 1688, ho thus 
addresvad the assembly: “What will be one day 
the surprise of posterity to see tnt, after being ele- 
vated to such a bight of glory, wo have suffered our 
country fall into the gulf of ruin; to fall, alaa | 
forever. For myeelf, I may from time to time huvo 
gitued her battles; but Tam powerless to save tier.

Ono of thors horrors, tho exceation of men who 
desert, was to have been perpetrated to-day in the 
2d Division, 5th Corps, commanded by Gen. Bykes. 
Enoo Daly and Philip Hurgroff, Co. G, Sth New- 
York (Daryeo's Zouayes), and Carlos Harrington, 
Co. E, 146th Now-York, were sentonced to be shot 
at noon. The two former averred that thoy enlisted 
Jast August, under tho promieo of Capt. Carr and 
Major Holl, recruiting officers, No. 81 White strect, 
New-York, that thoy should bo discharged at the 
expiration of tho two years’ term of service of the 
regiment, and return home with it, Thoy aver that 
Lieut. MeGowan of the 7th Regular Infantry made 
tho eame statement, but required them to sign a 
declaration to servo threo yearsas a “ moitor of 
form,” with which they unsnspectingly complied. 
On their regiment returning recently they insintea 
on accompanying ft, bat were trnsferred to tho 
146th Now-York, with a number of others eimilurly 
titeated. Determined on eocuring the righta they 
imagined themsclvcs entitled to, they deserted und 
wore arrested. Daly ia 23 years of ogo, and hes 8 
wifs und three children, Before enlisting be worked 
with bis fathor, whe io @ builder in bloventh av- 
epne, comer Fiftieth street, New-York. Margroff 
ip 26 years old, and wea formerly a clerk in the 
shoo esiablishnient of Burt & Bros, in Park plaze. 
Harrington counts 31 years, is from’ Utica, and wos 
‘e boatman on the Erio Canal, Ho wastaken prisoner 
at the battle of Fredericksbarg.end paroled. Doing 
trenuferred to Camp Parole by our Government 
until bis exchange could bo effected, he deserted 
from thero to visit bia home. | 

The graves of the unfortunates wore dug, and 
thoir colfiva arrived last evening. Upon these they 
wore to sit, blindfolded, with open breasts, while 
seven men, ot six paces, Were to point their muskots 
at each, and fire. 

Arriving en hour before their doom, I vinted 
them. Surrounded by a squad, they were in a amall 
‘open space of the woods, with wrists and ankles 
manacled, allowing only @ elight use of the hands, 
enda circumecribed movement of the fect. Har- 
rington waa ecated on tho ground, dictating a letter 
toe comreda, to be sent home, Margrotf was re- 
olining beside him, anconcernodly listening. These 
men Were to dio in an boar, They might, to all ap- 
peatéuea, have heca indulging in the felest of camp 
talk, Daly walked restlesaly up and down. I was 
fntroduced, nnd he entered very readily into conver~ 
sation. His chiof concora wes leaving a stain upon 
the name of bis children; otherwico he folt culm nt 
the prospect of deatb, Ho did fot believe in bell, 
and feeling that he had endeavored throogh life to 
inflict no atain on bis charactor, he had faith in being 
geutly dealt with by his Makor. He bad always 
one into battlo withoat the aligbtest idea of being 
Kiuted, and the present presence of death was new (0 
him, though he atill hoped for a reprieve, Ho de- 
scribed minutely bis mode of enlistment, and iu his 
eloquence upon ite injustice seemed quits forgetful of 
the mpending future. Ho wes eoon joined by Mar- 
groff, whom curiority led to hear what was going on. 
With entire coolness bo anavvered all questions us to 
his residence and former occupation, and chimed io 
folly with Daly's remarks, Ho too hoped. “1 
shall never give up hops,’ eaid be, “ until I’m bit." 
They were then joined by Hurriogton, who had 
finuhed hisdictation, “Give us a chew of tobacco,” 
sald he to Daly, and anowered cii.questions with an 
equanimity equal to the rest. ‘They hoped I would 
do their memories justico in Tux Tripunx, and bade 
me {cheerfully good-by, os I left them, prowising to 
retura soon, ‘They were soldiers, and men, every 
inch, There wasno olaplain on tho spot, nor aid 
thoy inquire for one.

The prisoners 
will probably be eant tothe Rip Raps to work on 
tho fortificatione till the cloee of the war, Their fato 
ehould be « cantion to fature recruits to know what 
they are rigning, and to pot their umes to notbing 
as 8 “matter of form.” A clear understanding 
should be had, and recraits should demand in writ 
ing from their officers what 1s incumbent of them. 
Much decoption bas been practiced towsrd enlisted 
men tbrougbont the war, especially by peraons who 
expected commissions contiugently on their procur- 
ing neertain nomber of recraits. ‘They promised 
anything und everything. The disappointment of 
their victims bas created a hatred on the part of the 
latter toward the Government, which is charged in- 
rectly with the miscondact of ita subordinasea.

Upon information obtained from negroes who ¢a10{ 
in from the main land, lust woek, Gen. Hanté 
came to the conclasion tbat he could fill one of bi 
negro regiments without going to Bae shal 
tho rico swamps, but o few miles from Beaufort 
would give him the required nomber, Althong! 
about to start opon another expedition, of more ap 
parent importance, Col, Montgomery was ordered 
to ombark two hundred picked men from hia re; 
mont, and with the Hussiet A. Weed, John Adams, 
and the Sentinel, proceed np Coossw River, oifect 
lending, and penetrate the muin land at least 2 
miles. 

How ably Col. Montgomery executed the tasB 
ccsigned to him, the crowded decks of the above 
named vessela and the old Buptiat chorch in Beaty 
fort, filled with stout negroes, fally testify. pa 
thotsand valonbla negro shattels, several handrel 
bags of homivy, afinw lot of blood horses, and any 
amount of bongohold furniture, are the trophied 
he returns with. 

Col. Montgomery left Beanfort yesterday mo 
Ing, eifected bis landing without opposition, foun 
two deserted forte and any cumber of rifle-pits) 
srbich it will be remambered had been ased but a fo 
weeks since in the destruction of the steawer Geor, 
Wusbington, put a few men in the forts, a fow mo 
in the nifle-piu, and thou threw oat the balauce 
his little forco'as skirmishers, thus completaly debt 
ceiving the enemy and jesilioy wim to suppose th 
he hada large force in reserve, when in reality bj 
bad nota mun. Tho enemy was about threo re 
mente atvong, and had infuutry, artillery aud ca' 
elry. Tbe Rebel artillery end cavulry advan 
but upon discovering tho ‘etroug picket force, blu 
heads peering over the carth works, and tree steamy 
ers lying off in tho stroum, cae to tho coucluai 
that we wore too strong for them, aud that it wo 
be prudent to retire, end that, too, precipitatelys 
‘They did retire, and left the aplendid rice plantatio 
Jor & distancs of 25 miles eutirely at the mercy 
Col. Montgomery, The moment the Rebel forca re 
tined, tho negroza from the plantations came ear 


into oar lines by hundieds and thousands, and 
there been time und transportation, five instead 
ono thousand might have been broagbt off. 

It is impossible to doseribe tho eagerness wil 
which these negroes eought tbe opportunity * 
escape, ‘They wero willing to come, many of thet 
alinost in nude state, rather thon ‘be left beni 
But Col. Moutgomery, notvithstanding tbe value 
time, took everything very coolly, and xathe 
togelber all the provisions and ferniture bg 
could find, and after sucking every house known 
belong to rome notorious Rebel, eet firo tot, 
under its light fell back to }yis boats, embarked 
men and bis property. By deylight this morning 
lay anchored off Beaofort, buying beon absent n 
quite twenty-four hours. 

Yo recapitulate: Col, Montgomery bas brought o 
with him six puodred thousand dollars worth 
chastel property, bas destroyed ity dyelling-bou 
bus demonstrated beyond ull question that ne 
soldiers will follow wherever a brave man dare le; 
and that tho elaves on the rice pluntations of South, 
Carolina are eager to reach oor jines, and the mul) 
portion of them to enter the service of the-Governs 
ment in the capacity of soldiers.

move twenty-five pear treca on quince, which I sot 
five yoars ago, at two years old, budded low on the 
stoclt, eo that it wee eday to ect them two to four 
inches below the junctioa, Upon about one-third of 
these trees, I fonnd that thera were plenty of quince 
roote, bnt none from the pear. About one-third had 
both pear and quince roote, and in como instances, 
when the pear roots were vigorous, the quince 
rools, though still in plsce, were dead or dying. 
Upon the other third, there were no quinco roote 
leit, the whole troe being sustained by tho new 
roots fortoed from the pear.: In one caso, the tree 
was budded upon pear, aud that bad straight roots, 
revcbing downwerd, On the trees where new pear 
roots had formed above the quinca, they all ap- 
peared disposed (o spread out horizontally.

Buyor and seller should understand tho matter 
thoroughly, ¢o that thore may be no complaint 
of deception, Ho who takes the risk of loss, 
whether by bokding én to his own Wool or 
buying thot of others, ought to make some 
thing by #0 doing—he osnnot afford to brave 
such a hazard for nothing. Wo hops that who- 
ever bolds Wool through the presont Summer 
will lose by it—not that we wish him any 
harm, but that wo ore noxious for an early, 
honorable and lasting Peace, 

Those who need fixe Wool for present use 
must buy it ae they can; those who own 
Wool and do not need the pay for it may bold 
on if they will ond take the chances, If so 
owned a lot, wo should get the best price we 
could for it; but it would have to bo a very 
choice fibor that wo should bold past September 
rather then sell for a fraction off a dollar per 
pound.
